The most pertinent available prior art, D1 , cited by the applicant, discloses a 
conveying wire with disc-shaped conveying members in accordance with the pre- 
amble of claim 1 . The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this disclosure by the 
features defined in the characterising portion (Article 33(2) PCT). 



The invention aims at improving the strength of the connection of the disc-shaped 
members to the conveying wire- 
To this purpose the characterising portion of claim 1 defines that the polymer of 
the outer jacket has a lower melting point than the material of the disc-shaped 
members. This solution is neither suggested nor rendered obvious by any of the 
cited documents (Article 33(3) PCT). 

The invention can undoubtedly be made and used in the industry (Article 33(4) 
PCT). 

The claims 2 to 7 are dependent on claim 1 and as such satisfy the PCT criteria of 
novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability.
